These causes have 
been referred to local optomo- 
logists.

Dr. Ron Smith, ophtholomolo- 
gist at Wilmer and co-ordinator 
of the project, said, “Results 
were received from all who par- 
ticipated. If you reach 90 per cent 
it is considered an excellent res- 
ponse.

reading of this test. 

Dr. Smith said a few of the 
ophtholomologists will return in 
March, at a date to be announc- 
ed, in order to give the tests 
to those people who missed the 
suivfcy «iue* id college, illness 
or other reasons.
